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May Build 
Underpass at 
Foothill-Campus 


The possibility of building an 
underpass at Focthill boulevard 
and Campus avenue was seri- 
ously ¢gonsidered by the Upland 
city council last night as’ it in- 
structed the city manager, R. G. 
Manley, to find out the: approxi- 
mate cost of such an enterprise. 

The move for an underpass be- 
gan when a letter was read to 
the council from E. Q. Sullivan, 
district engineer, which said that 
the placing of an activiated stop’ 
sign was not feasible at that 
particular corner. According to 
Mr. Sullivan, a stop sign on Foot- 
hill boulevard would only tend 
to “irritate highway _ traffic” 
going east and west. 

Mr. Manley told the council 
that some of Upland’s share of 
the $90,000,000 granted by the 
state to the cities might approp- 
riately be used fof the building of 
an underpass at Foothill and 
Campus. This‘could be done, Mr, 
Manley thought, since it would 
be across a state highway. The 
hill giving the state surplus to 
the cities and counties specifi- 
cally provides that it be used 
only for state highways and sew- 
er construction or improvement. 

The feeling of the council was 
that despite the attitude of the 
highway department the corner 
was a dangerous one and that

it would increase in danger rath- 
er than decrease in the future. 


More than 400 residents of 
the city, most of them living near 
the Campus-Foothill area, re- 
quested more than a month ago 
that an activated stop sign be 
placed there.

On his recent trip to Sacra- 
mento, Mr. Manley said he was 
told that the surplus money 
granted to the city could only 
be used on work done by regular 
contractors. The city would be 
better off, under those conditions 
to go on and pay for the job it- 
self, Mr. Manley ccntinued, since 
it has the equipment and the 
labor with which to do it.

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Do You Know Your Candidates? 
Do You Want a Public Forum?— 


It is vitally important to everyone here as to who is 
chosen for the city council at the April 9 election. 

Generally speaking, the issue is this: “Do we want to 
continue with the present council, or do we want a new 
council?” 

Among other things, it may be noted the city has in cash 
reserves, capital outlay and other funds of approximately 


$234,687. 
What will happen to this fund in the future? 


Much of the money has been “frozen” in reserve funds 
and depreciation accounts for a particular purpose and can- 
not be spent otherwise without the vote of the people. Some 
of the fund, however, is merely a cash reserve to give Up- 
land a healthy financial position and may be spent at will. 


The incumbents will, undoubtedly, follow about the same 
policies as in the past in regard to this fund and as to the 
general management of the city. 


In case other candidates are elected, however, what will 
happen to this fund and what changes will be made in the 
city government? 


We do not doubt for ¢ second the honest intentions of 
any of the candidates, but by and large the general public 
knows little about some of them, about their past and their 
ideas for the future. 


While much of the talk during a campaign period is us- 
ually just so much palavar, it has been suggested by certain 
candidates that industriclization of the community will be a 
part of the new era. 


This program may have much merit, but after all it is not 
the responsibility of the councilmen to bring industries here. 
That is the responsibility of the chamber of commerce. While 
the councilmen can support the chamber and give encour- 
agement to new enterprises, the chamber of commerce is the 
promotional agency for the city. The town’s lack of indus- 
tries is not the fault of the councilmen. : 


Responsibility of the councilmen is that of deciding on 
governmental practices, expenditure of the public’s money 
and general management of the city. 


A public forum has been suggested, with the general pub- 
lic privileged to ask the candidates any pertinent questions. 
Such a forum would bring the candidates and the voters 
closer together. It would provide a wholesome opportunity 
for the people to become better acquainted with the men 


who are candidates for three places on the city council. 


The big question mark in the campaign is “what about 
the candidates?’ H.H. Reimer is a long-time resident and 
it is apparent he is interested in the community and is active 
as a member of the city planning commission. 

John Meek is a native son and his scholastic, athletic and 
agricultural career has been followed with interest by many 
people. 

Harold Barbour, aggressive in everything he undertakes, 
has had wide experience in agriculture, Boy Scout work and 
other activities. He is paired on a ticket with two men who 
are conducting a very active campaign—William C, Blazer 
and John E. Carney. The latter two are newcomers, em- 
ployes at the Kaiser steel mill. 


O. D. D. Ewing, another resident who chose to live in 
Upland a few years ago, has identified himself with the com- 
munity in various ways. He is employed by a local plumber. 


Carlos Long is proprietor of a local paint store. He has 
invested money in property for subdivision purposes and is 
becoming more active in the community. 


The incumbents, James E. Goodban, Paul G. Hottel and 
Harry Wright, are known to many people through their ser- 
vice on the council and in other organizations. 


Due to the large number of candidates and to the lack of 
close acquaintance with some of them by the general public, 
a public forum may be feasible. Voters should know more 
about their candidates if a true vote is to be cast.
